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THE  FACULTY 


As  the  passing  of  each  season  reminds  us  of  the  gainful  in- 
tellectual and  spiritual  joys,  we  realize  the  untiring  efforts  of  our 
"educational  sowers",  the  Basilian  Fathers  of  Saint  Michael's 
College  School. 

In  the  Spring  of  life,  guided  by  the  Eternal  Sower,  our  teachers 
have  watched  the  green  shoots  of  knowledge  grow  in  the  warmth 
and  light  of  a  guarded  testing  ground.  They  have  nurtured  minds 
and  bolstered  wills  to  ready  them  for  some  future  Summer-time 
of  life.  Witness  to  this  soundless,  endless  growth  that  makes 
trees  of  saplings,  plants  of  shoots,  wheat  of  seeds,  these  men  have 
consecrated  themselves  and  their  lives  to  make  men  of  boys.  Their 
efforts  must  infvitably  give  way  to  Autumn's  crown  of  harvest: 
the  boy  .  .  .  grown  into  a  man  of  character,  marked  Ly  knowledge, 
signed  by  courage,  ready,  able,  and  unafraid  to  face  not  only  the 
dime  of  season  fair,  but  also  that  of  long,  arduous  Winter  life. 
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MY  DEAR  STUDENTS  .  .  . 

Did  you  ever  see  one  of  your  friends  doing  something 
odd  to  attract  attention?  If  you  saw  this  and  had  the 
chance  to  unpeal  the  layers  of  defense  that  concealed  his 
or  her  personality  you  would  find  there  a  desire  for 
more  than  attention,  for  more  than  approval.  Deep  in  the 
heart  of  your  friend  you  would  find  a  great  emptiness  and  a 
consuming  desire  to  be  loved.  Every  human  heart  wants 
to  be  loved  perfectly,  entirely,  and  without  end.  During 
your  high  school  years  your  minds  and  hearts  have  expand- 
ed and  the  attention  your  parents  lavished  on  you  in  child- 
hood has  diminished.  That  is  why  you  are  more  conscious 
of  this  human  anguish.  Some  youngsters  daydream  during 
these  years  that  they  are  orphans  feeling  that  they  are  in- 
truders not  really  accepted  in  even  the  most  loving  family 
circle.  When  you  have  grown  up  you  will  be  able  to  look 
back  and  smile  at  some  of  the  insecurity  you  felt  at  this 
time.  But  you  will  never  quite  escape  from  the  restless 
yearning  that  troubles  human  heans.  "Our  hearts  are 
restless,"  Saint  Augustine  says,  "until  they  rest  in  Thee". 
Every  atom  of  our  physical  being  and  the  whole  flame  of 
our  spiritual  soul  quiver  and  strain  to  find  again  the 
Hands  that  moulded  it,  the  Mind  that  formed  it,  and  the 
Heat  that  made  it  be. 

At  a  time  when  people  everywhere  are  suffering  from 
the  most  terrible  kinds  of  insecurity,  and  when  men  and 


women  plunge  themselves  into  the  most  incredible  foolish- 
ness and  even  sin,  to  feel  that  they  are  loved,  the  Holy 
Father  has  written  an  Encyclical  to  emphasize  again  the 
importance  of  devotion  to  the  Sacret  Heart  of  Our  Lord. 
His  message  is  directed  to  all  men,  but  in  these  years  it 
means  something  very  special  for  you. 

He  tells  us  how  in  the  Old  Testament,  our  Heavenly 
Father  revealed  His  love  for  us.  "As  an  eagle  protects  its 
nestlings  ...  so  He  spreads  His  wings  to  shield  us."  "I 
carried  you  in  my  arms,  and  you  knew  not  that  I  healed 
you."  "I  have  loved  you  with  an  everlasting  love  ..." 
And  then  Pius  XII  goes  on  to  show  from  the  pages  of  the 
New  Testament  how  in  the  fullness  of  time  the  Son  of  God 
took  a  Heart  like  ours  to  symbolize  His  love  for  us,  and 
how  that  Heart  was  stilled  in  death  for  love  of  us,  and 
finally  how  it  was  opened  'as  He  slept  on  the  Cross'  that  its 
life  might  flow  to  us  in  the  Holy  Eucharist. 

Then  the  Holy  Father  makes  his  own,  St.  Paul's  prayer 
for  us:  "May  Christ  find  a  dwelling  place,  through  faith,  in 
your  hearts,  so  that  being  rooted  and  grounded  in  love,  you 
may  be  able  to  comprehend  with  all  the  saints  what  is  the 
breadth  and  length  and  height  and  depth  and  to  know 
Christ's  love  which  surpasses  knowledge,  in  order  that  you 
may  be  filled  unto  all  the  fullness  of  God."  (Eph.  3: 17).

There  were  some  exciting  moments — there  were  the  usual  number  of  scintillating 
stars.  The  Kerry  Blues  growled  their  way  to  a  sparkling  victory  when  they  took  on  un- 
defeated Upper  Canada  College,  and  in  as  thrilling  an  encounter  as  anyone  would  want 
to  witness,  the  Irish  scored  an  upset  when  they  trampled  the  huskies  from  U.  C.  C.  by 
the  score  of  12  to  7.  It  was  a  thriller!  The  Irish  rose  to  great  heights  in  the  opening 
game  of  a  long  season  when  they  held  a  powerful  "Del"  squad  on  their  home  field  to 
a  20  to  19  count.  However,  the  "Rah-Rah"  boys  from  down  under  came  back  in  the 
final  game  to  swamp  the  Irish  and  win  for  themselves  the  coveted  O.C.A.C.  Trophy  for 
the  second  year  in  a  row.
